Sir,—I have the honor to report for the in- 
fofmatinn of His.Excelency, the Lieutenant- 
Govefoor,-that the mines on Gormansen 
Creek have failed to realized the expectacions 
formed of them in the early part of the season, 
and wt present there are but few companies 
taking out pay; several gre, bowever, pre~ 
paring to test the bills on the. upper portion 
of the creek during the cdming winter, and 
should they be successiul it is in contempla- 
tion to construct large ditches, which wiil 
greatly, favititate the working of the benches 
and bills on either side of the creek. 

1 am, however, enabled to report more 
favorably of Manson Rivet and its tributaries, 
which have, notwithstanding the difficulties 
atteudant on the opening of the ‘mines, in 
many instances paid the miners handsomely. 

Several ditches are now being construciet 
with a view of conveying water to the bénches 

nd hills of Mansop River and Slate Creek, 
where a very considerable amount of goid 
has-already been obtuined, and I have no 
hesitation in saying that the diggings in this 
portion of the district. are suflicieutly estab- 
lished. to justify the belief that they’ will 
afford-profitable employment to @ large num- 
ber of mea for years to come. 

On Manson River the greater portion of the 
season has been spent jn working the sur-

He 
says: 

I deny that the Americans have ever re- 
jected an autbor’s Internaional Copyright 
Law from you, or exer Lada chance to. If 
Englund has offered the United States a treaty 
shaped for the simpe protection of her, 
authors in that Counrry, it is a diplomat ¢ 
secret, and T can agsure you the American 
people have never suspected it. No scheme 
you have ever proposed 6 ops with its nomi 
u«l purpore.. Avowedly un author's copy 
rig isyealty dn author's and publisher's 
copyright that 1s demanded of us. You may 
hot see the difference ; Americans do. They 
sec that, while the author bas a claim, the 
publisher bas no c aim.whatever, while every 
arrangement that Englind tus hitherto 
offered is but a kiod of legal saddle for the 
English publisher to ride bis suthor into the 
American book market. It is well unders 
stood with us, that your proffered forms of 
copyright are jess in the interest of the 
authors than in the interest of the English 
book mauufacturer, and it ia these forms that 
the Americans have rejected. Any treaty 
which. makes the English author and the 
English publisher joint parties to supply us 
with books, if negotiated by the two Guvern- 
ments, Would be repudiated by our people in 
a year. They believe carnesty in their 
poticy of cheap books, and will not oppose it 
to the peril threatened by an English pub- 
lisher’s copyright. 

Mr. Appleton may be right in his pre- 
diction abvot, the course that Cong ese 
will-or would parsue ; for tt is clear to us 
that heretofore p'ratng publishers have 
been allowed to guide that body in ‘its 
copysight laws. ‘Ihat the people want 
any such rule ss Mr. Appleton demands 
we deny, Ilia attempt to throw dis 
credit on the Eng ish copyright by repre- 
Benting it as a device for the benefit, not 
of the éuthor, but of the publisher,. is 
disingenuous and false. The best protec- 
tion of the author is that which leaves 
him the most freedom, aud enables him fo 
dhoose whether be will have two pub— 
lishers. or. one. Mr. Appleton would 
eumpel him to employ. two, He would 
say to the American author, “You shali 
have co copyright in Eugland uuless yoo 
republish there,” and to the Englishman, 
“No copyright in America withoat re- 
publication bere.” This would meke 
business for publishers at the expense of 
ihe authors ; in other words, it would 
discourage the thinking brauch of litera- 
ture foe ike benefit of the commercial 
brunch. We do not Lelieve that. the 
American people or the American. pres» 
will. jastify such a policy.— American 
Paper.
